C4’s  Focus  and  Purpose 


The  Colonial  Coin  Collectors  Club  (C4)  was  founded  in  1993  to 
provide  a  forum  for  collectors  of  numismatic  material  related  to  the 
Early  American  era.  This  iuvolves  coins,  tokens,  currency,  and 
medals.  The  exact  time  frame  encompassed  by  colonial  numismatics 
is  open  to  debate,  but  is  generally  accepted  to  include  the  complete 
pre-federal  period  as  well  as  some  issues  of  the  1790’s.  The  early 
George  Washington  coins,  tokens  and  medals  are  considered 
colonial  items  by  most,  and  some  of  these  date  to  the  first  half  of 
the  nineteenth  century. 

The  club  provides  a  forum  for  people  interested  in  this  period.  The 
aims  of  the  club  are: 

1-  To  increase  the  public’s  knowledge  about  colonial  numismatics 
through  meetings,  conventions  and  its  newsletter. 

2-  To  promote  the  study  of  colonial  numismatics  and  to  help 
disseminate  this  information. 

3-  To  cultivate  fraternal  collector  relations. 

For  these  purposes,  the  club  will  hold  several  meetings  during  the 
year  in  conjunction  with  major  numismatic  shows.  The  club  has  also 
established  a  colonial  reference  library  and  a  colonial  coin  photo  file. 
In  addition,  the  C4  Newsletter  is  published  quarterly.

This  exhibit  will  feature  items  that  shed  light  on  exchange  rates  and  what  the 
coins  we  collect  would  buy  when  they  were  in  circulation 


“Early  American  Communion  Tokens” 

While  used  by  several  churches  throughout  Europe  and  England  beginning  in 
the  late  16th  century,  communion  tokens  were  most  widely  used  in  the 
Presbyterian  churches  of  Scotland,  to  protect  communicants  from  betrayal  by 
spies  during  periods  of  religious  persecution.  The  use  of  communion  tokens  in 
the  Presbyterian  churches  of  Scotland  began  during  the  reign  of  the  Stuarts  in 
1605.  The  conflict  between  church  and  state  continued  until  the  reign  of 
William  and  Mary  and  the  establishment  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  as  the 
Church  of  Scotland  in  1690.  Although  the  need  for  tokens  because  of  religious 
persecution  was  diminished,  the  practice  of  issuing  .Commimion  tokens 
continued  in  Scotland  until  World  War  I,  and  a  few  of  the  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Churches  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  may  have  used  tokens 
until  about  1950.  A  number  of  churches  have  issued  tokens  in  recent  years,  but 
these  are  normally  replicas  to  commemorate  a  church  centennial  or  some  other 
important  event.  This  exhibit  has  examples  of  several  early  communion  tokens 
used  by  chruches  in  the  United  States  from  the  1780's  through  the  early  1800's. 
Most  of  these  tokens  were  produced  in  small  numbers,  often  100  or  fewer  being 
struck.  There  are  many  rarities  in  this  series,  making  the  collection  of  these 
pieces  a  challenge.
